No£ by a fair 
expression of the people, for they 
decided at the ballot-bra ia favor 
of the Republican candidates; not 
by election frauds, nor by threats 
and intimidation, nor by the boll- 
dosing process, for these were un- 
successfully tried for all they weie 
worth.

is now proposed to excavate n chan- 
nel 150 feet wide and ten feet deep, 
which, when done will be of the 
greatest advantage to tlio growing 
commerce of Oakland, which is now 
much embarrassed by the difficulty 
of the approaches. 


Some considerable benefit has be- 


come apparent, due to the construc- 
tion of the jetties; more, however, 
in the increased width and conven- 
ience of the channel than in its 
depch. The jetties cannot be ex- 
pected to produce their full effect 
until they are completed, and until 
the tidal prism is increased by oper- 
ations yet to be alluded to. If no 
increments of the tidal basin and 
prism had been completed, tlie train- 
ing walls would better have been 
placed with less width between them, 
and the present design has always 
contemplated a considerable increase 
in the vojjjnie of tidnl waters to ebb 
and flow«betweeii them. 


The establishment of harbor lines 


in front of the city of Oakland, be- 
yond which no wharves shall be per- 
mitted to extend, is a matter of 
prime necessity, and in this par 
ticular case it presents some very 
curious features, which may lead 
to a conflict between the United 
States and private parties. 


The necessity for such lines made 


it indispensable to make an accurate 
survey and map of the estuary upon 
which the harbor front in its rela- 
tion to existing streets and wharves

WATEB-u?BONT 


Of the city of Oakland on the Bay 
of San Francisco and on San An- 
tonio Estuary is, or was, with a 
trifling exception of a strip owned 
by the city, owned or claimed by 
the Oakland Water-front Company. 
This Company claims all the sub- 
merged land on the front on the 
Buy out to a depth of 24 feet, and 
claims also the whole of the estnary 
or tidal .basin of Oakland Harbor. 
Out of 'this estuary it is understood 
the Company has dedicated, for pur- 
poses of navigation, a canal 300 feet 
in width; but up to the banks of 
this canal it claims the fee of the 
submerged land, and may, it claims, 
build wharves or fill with earth, as 
raay be deemed for its interest. 


It is not proposed here to inquire 


into the origin of their claim, or 
into the legal grourds upon which 
it rests. 
Whatever these grounds 


may be, the United States cannot 
admit them to be valid, or, so ad- 
mitting, it is simply a waste of 
money and labor to attempt to make 
a harbor at Oakland. 


THE ESSENTIAIi CONDITION 


Of a permanent channel such as we 
are now attempting to construct is 
that there shall be a sufficient tidal 
basin to receive the inflowing tide 
and at the proper Sme to disburse it 
again to the sea. The proposition 
admits of no qualification in general 
terms, and a canal 300 feet wide can- 
not be said to fulfill the necessary 
condition in any but the slightest 
degree. Indeed such a canal could 
be kept open only by continuous 
dredging. The natural baaiii as it 
now exists, not lessened by any en- 
croachments, has been considered 
insufficient for the needs of a deep- 
water entrance, and for the veiy pur- 
pose of increasing this area it is pro- 
posed to connect the San Leandro 
with the San Antonio estnary by a 
canal, which, will cost, together with 
the subsidiary arrangements, per- 
haps 8500,000 to construct. If, how- 
ever, the San Antonio estuary is pri- 
vate property, and if the tide ebbs 
and flows simply at the option of in- 
dividuals, and if it may be cut off at 
any time, it is quite futile and ab- 
surd to attempt to carry out the plans 
upon which we arc now engaged. 
Inasmuch as the United States hag 
so undertaken to construct this har- 
bor, it must take ground sufficiently 
high to enable it to succeed, and it 
must decline to recognize proprie- 
tary rights in the estuary outside of 
lines proper for the development and 
maintenance! of the channel. 


The increase of commerce which 


is taking place on account of the 
growth of Oakland and the improve- 
ment of the harbor makes new 
wharves jiecessarv,_and for .this rea- 
son the question is one of present 
importance. 
THE CESTEAL PACIFIC KAILEOAD. 


Major Mendell then describes a 


case of this character which arose 
between him and the Central Pacific 
Bailroad Company, and resulted in 
the Company's modifying their plans 
for the construction of a ferry-slip, 
ap as to keep it within the engineers' 
line. This modification entailed 
upon the Company a large additional 
expenditure of money;- -and -their 
public 'spirited action in regard to 
the -matter is commended' by- the 
Major in high terms, accompanied 
by an expression of 'hope, that BO 
favorable a precedent will govern in 
future oases. He reports, however, 
that there is no certainty of secur- 
ing such good results without ap- 
peal to the courts, and 'decisions 
which shall overthrow all claims to 
the tidal basin. A ease ha», there- 
fore, been thoroughly prepared for 
trial. in a -State court for .the con- 
demnation of a strip .of land ,400 
feet in width and about 8,000 feet in 
le-igth for the tidal canal; and1 it ih 
expected that the money that may 
be required by the decree of the 
Court will be paid by the City of 
Oakland.
